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Violence must end 

Call for action follows tragic shooting death of former athlete

Cries for expanded efforts 
to curb youth violence were 
heard about the city last week, 
following the tragic shooting 
death of former Romulus High 
School three-letter athlete, 
Christopher Jones. 

For the second year in a 
row, a Romulus young male 
was slain by a teen-ager and 
the Rev. J.D. Landis, who pro- 
vided the eulogy for 21- year- 
old Mr. Jones, told the funeral 
gathering that “this tragic 
death is another grim re- 
minder that we are living in a 
very troubled nation. 

“We can no longer stand by 
and just talk about curbing vio- 
lence, we need to begin acting 
seriously on this crisis,” 
Landis said. 


“We need to jointly reach 
out and find the reasons why 
people have become so much 
more destructive in recent 
years,” Landis said. 

Then Landis pointedly 
asked the mourners, “Who is 
responsible for this action?” 

Then he bluntly answered 
his own question by declaring, 
“We all are. As a nation we 
have allowed ungodly influ- 
ences to come into our society 
and they are ruining us.” 

Landis then compared the 
community with a body, stating 
we need all parts such as arms, 
legs, eyes, ears, etc to remain 
highly functional. “But we 
have lost a major part of our 
community body with the kill- 
ing of Chris Jones and need to 
find someone to replace him.” 

Councilman Noah “Pete” 
Bergeron reported that the

high school’s City- School Im- 
age committee feels the vio- 
lence problem is a logical 
issue for the student leaders to 
work on. 

Bergeron said a student 
committee member, Tyrone 
Jones (no relation to the mur- 
der victim), traveled to ABC- 
TV headquarters in Southfield 
recently and met briefly with 
news anchorman Bill Bonds. 

Bonds told Jones, “We need 
to stop this youth violence. But 
how do we stop it?” 


While extreme violence is 
not as widespread in Romulus 
as it is in Detroit and other 
Wayne County communities, 
city leaders realize it needs to 
be curtailed before it gets out 
of hand. 

Meanwhile the 16-year-old 
Taylor youth charged with kill- 
ing Mr. Jones, was arraigned 
Friday before 34th District 
Court Judge Henry 
Zaborowski on charges of first 
degree murder, assault with 
intent to commit murder and 


two counts of felony firearm vi- 
olations. 

The youth was ordered held 
without bond with a pre-trial 
hearing slated for Wednesday 
March 9. 

Young Mr. Jones was shot in 
the back last Tuesday night, 
while standing outside his van 
in the Mount Pleasant School 
parking lot. 

Mr. Jones then staggered 
into the school with a baseball 
bat in his hands and collapsed, 
a school official said. Police 
and an ambulance were imme- 
diately summoned. 

Mr. Jones was taken to An- 
napolis Hospital in Wayne, 
where he was pronounced 
dead. 

Romulus Detective Lt. Ken- 
neth Kraus revealed the victim 
had arrived at the school 
shortly before 9:15 p.m. to pick

up his girl friend, who at- 
tended adult classes there. 

Kraus said a verbal argu- 
ment had broken out between

Veteran city officer 
named police chief

Acting Police Chief Robert 
(Bob) Brown, who was named 
to temporarily fill the void left 
by the departure of former Po- 
lice Chief Fred Dansby in De- 
cember, has been sworn in to 
permanently fill the chief’s 
office. 

Brown, 39, has been a mem- 
ber of the Romulus Police De- 
partment since September 
1981. 

He previously served with 
the Michigan State Police from 
1974 to 1980. He served in the 
Paw Paw, Flat Rock and De- 
troit posts. In Paw Paw he 
worked school bus and vehicle 
inspection details and worked 
general patrols in Flat Rock 
and Detroit. 

In 1980, he retired because 
of a serious knee problem. 
About 11 months later he 
joined the Romulus Police De- 
partment. 

Brown, who has had knee 


surgery, was named sergeant 
in 1984 and lieutenant in 1987. 

One unique adventure he 
had in uniform, Brown said, 
was a number of years back 
when he and a partner ar- 
rested a team of cattle rustlers. 

“We answered a call con- 
cerning a suspicious vehicle 
and managed to force a large 
truck to stop. Several men 
jumped out and ran different 
ways,” Brown said. 

“I grabbed one suspect and 
my partner grabbed another. 
But we were surprised as we 
walked the pair back to the 
truck, the vehicle was rocking 
back and forth,” the chief con- 
tinued. 

“But being raised on a farm, 
I quickly guessed the truck 
contained a number of cattle. 
The eight cows were returned 
to their owner and the men 
were prosecuted by Macomb 
County authorities,” he said. 

As he has risen in the ranks. 
Brown has grown tremen- 
dously fond of the strong inter- 
personal relationships in the

department. He noted, “When 
Mayor Me Anally saw fit to ap 
point me, she in effect appoin 
ted a whole team.” 

The department now com- 
prises 72 employees, including 
57 sworn officers. 

Brown said he hopes to ex- 
pand community programs 
such as Neighborhood Watch. 
Drug Awareness Resistance 
Education and a gang resis- 
tance education program for

When three representatives 
of the five-member 34th Dis- 
trict Court District Control 
Unit (DCU) were not present at 
the opening of the Feb. 22 
meeting, the remaining mem- 
bers were unsure whether or 
not they had a quorum. 

“There is no status for this 
group to begin with,” said Ro- 
mulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally. “I think we’re an in- 
formal group.” 

The DCU is comprised of 
representatives from Ro- 
mulus, where the court is 
based, Belleville and the 
townships of Van Buren, Sum- 
pter and Huron. 

In 1969, the DCU was orga- 
nized, but there are no docu- 
ments available in the court 
which outlines the original 
agreement or describes the 
role of the DCU. 

Van Buren Township Super- 
visor David Jacokes distrib- 
uted copies of a “working 
draft” of a DCU agreement for 
study by the five communities. 

“I’ve brought this agree- 
ment for you to bring to your 
councils and boards as a 
start,” said Jacokes as he 
handed out the four page 
working draft. 

“We’ve been working with a 
25-year-old handshake and 
we’re not sure where it (the 
original agreement) is,” Jac- 
okes said. “I’m submitting this 
as a possible substitute for the 
current agreement. We can re- 
ceive it and review it for the 
next meeting.” 

The draft of the agreement 
calls for representatives of the 
five district units to be the 
mayor or supervisor of each 
community or their appoin- 
tees. A chairperson, secretary 
and treasurer would be elec- 
ted at the first meeting of each 
fiscal year and attendance by 
three representatives would 
constitute a quorum. 

“The DCU shall have the re- 
sponsibility for reviewing the 
annual budgetary requests, 
emergency appropriations and 
such other financial matters as 
are deemed appropriate,” the 
draft stated. “Consent of all 
DCU (representatives) shall be 
required to adopt any budget 
or financial appropriation.” 

In addition, the proposed 
agreement calls for public 
hearings to be conducted prior

to consideration of adoption of 
the annual court budget. 

Among the other proposals 
in the draft are: 

• Each community shall re- 
ceive 100 percent of all fines 
and costs assessed therein for 
any violation occurring within 
its corporate boundaries, irre- 
spective of which law enforce- 
ment agency issued the 
violation, and payment shall 
be made by the court within 15 
days of the end of each month. 
Income other than fines and 
costs shall be paid to each 
community in the same man- 
ner. 

• Each community compris- 
ing the 34th District Court 
shall contribute that percent- 
age of the total operation and 
maintenance costs as deter- 
mined by the percentage of 
cases handled by the court, 
which was generated from that 
community. 

• Each community shall pay 
to the 34th District Court one- 
twelfth of its allocated budget, 
as determined in the preced- 
ing paragraph on the first of 
each month. 

. The 34th District Court 
shall submit its annual budget 
to the DCU on or before April 
1 of each year for the ensuring 
fiscal year. 

• The court shall submit fi- 
nancial reports to the DCU 
within 45 days of the end of 
each calendar quarter, and the 
books shall be audited annual 
by an audit firm approved by 
the DCU. 

• The court administrator or 
designated representative 
shall submit to requests for in- 
formation not protected by 
statute and within a reason- 
able time frame. 

• Ownership of the court fa- 
cility (land and building) shall 
remain with the city of Ro- 
mulus. Trade fixtures, equip 
ment and movable furniture 
shall be apportioned among 


the member communities in 
the same portion as the per- 
centages of cases handled by 
the court. 

• The 34th District Court 
shall enter into an agreement 
to lease the current court 
premises from the city of Ro- 
mulus, and the city shall at a 
rate which shall cover all costs 
or providing utilities, normal 
maintenance and building 
construction debt retirement 
plus a reasonable administra- 
tion fee. 

• Amendments to this agree- 
ment require approval of each 
DCU governing body. 

The judges have stated that 
the DCU has only “bottom 
line” approval of the court 
budget. 

“We can’t ever forget what 
manifested itself under the 
system that was exempt fVom 
public scrutiny,” said Jacokes. 

Court Administrator Mic- 
hael Ramsey said he believes 
a bi-annual audit would be ac- 
ceptable. 

“I made an offer to Donovan 
Maguire (the Romulus finan- 
cial officer) and it is still on the 
table. He can come in anytime 
to check the registers and 
tapes,” Ramsey said. “We’ve 
reconstructed all of the cash 
handling processes.”

Rogalle now top 
34th District judge

Promising open, honest and 
quick communication, 34th 
District Court Judge Felix 
Rogalle announced his ap- 
pointment as chief judge of the 
court. 

The court services the com- 
munities of Romulus, Be- 
lleville and the townships of 
Van Buren, Sumpter and 
Huron. 

Rogalle promised to pursue 
a course of conduct to bring 
the investigation of past em- 
bezzlement to a finalization. 
Last week, former court ad- 
ministrator Nancy Shuette was 
charged with three counts of 
embezzlement and, if con- 
victed, could face up to 10 
years in jail and a $15,000 fine. 

“Our citizens have a right to 
know. The investigation seems 
to have been terminated, and 
it is time that the people of our 
district be informed of crimi- 
nal indictments,” Rogalle said. 
“The 34th District Court is for- 
tunate to have honest, effi- 
cient, dedicated and hard- 
working employees. It is unfair 
to them to be under a cloud of 
suspicion because of the ac- 
tions of a few, whose identity 
will become known to the com- 
munity when the attorney gen- 
eral issues warrants.” 

The 34th District Court is 
the seat of three judges, 


Rogalle, William Szlinis and 
Henry Znborowski. 

Approximately 35,000 cases 
per year are handled at the 
court, consisting of civil cases 
up to $10,000 in damages, 
landlord-tenant matters, traf- 
fic violations, ordinance viola- 
tions, criminal misdemeanor 
cases, criminal felony exam 
illations, drunk driving viola- 
tions and small claims. 

The chief judge is required 
to act in conformity with the 
Michigan Court Rules, admin- 
istrative orders of the Su- 
preme Court and local court 
rules. As the presiding officer 
of the court, the chief judge 
calls and presides over meet- 
ings of the court, appoints com- 
mittees, initiates policies 
concerning internal opera- 
tions and its position on exter- 
nal matters affecting the court. 
The chief judge also presents 
the court in its relations with 
other courts and government 
agencies, the news media and 
assists other judges in the per- 
formances of their respon- 
sibilities. 

Since he took office in 1991, 
Rogalle has been instrumental 
in the revision of mediation 
panels and selecting qualified 
mediators for small claim and 
general civil cases. He has par- 
ticipated in monthly confer- 
ences with the chiefs of police, 
prosecutors and defense attor- 
neys and support agencies.

Rogalle also conducts regular 
bi- monthly judges meetings 
and is actively developing a 
better line of communication 
between the judicial branch of 
government and the executive 
and legislative as well as the 
public at large. 

He has initiated and devel- 
oped alternative sentencing 
programs establishing a Work 
Program for the city of Ro- 
mulus plus a Self- Awareness 
program, another sentencing 
procedure. 

In conjunction with the 
work program, participants 
raise a garden during the sum- 
mer, giving the fruits and vege- 
tables to the senior citizens. 

The new chief judge has 
also been active in helping 
with the current drunk driving 
problem through victim 
panels, therapy and counsel- 
ing. A proposed program on 
domestic violence is being 
studied. 


‘Conflict’ sent to city counsel

A request by a private citi- 
zen to have the Romulus City 
Council impose a conflict of in- 
terest resolution for its mem- 
bers was referred to City 
Attorney Barry Seifman on 
Monday night. 

Sonda Stepchuck, a vocal 
opponent of the liquid injec- 
tion well planned by Environ- 
mental Disposal Services 
(EDS), offered the “conflict of 
interest” resolution to the 
council on Feb. 14 and asked 
that it be used as a base for 
preparing a resolution or city 
charter change to cover the 
topic for all conflict issues, not 
just the one currently being 


debated over the EDS issue. 

Stepchuck admitted Mon- 
day that she had no legal issue 
training and thus did not know 
definitely how this conflict is- 
sue should be addressed so 
that it could cover all potential 
conflict problems in the fu- 
ture. 

Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks explained “that is ex- 
actly why we are referring it to 
our city attorney.” 

In a related matter, anti- 
well spokesman R.P. Lilly told 
the City Council that he felt 
EDS was less than forthright 
by claiming that Romulus was 
filled with pollution problems. 

Lilly said more and more 
companies are reverting to re- 
cycling and reclaiming prod- 


ucts, rather than burying them 
in injection wells or landfills. 

“Injection wells are becom- 
ing modern day dinosaurs in 
my opinion,” Lilly said, “since 
Ohio-based injection well com- 
panies are cutting back on 
growth projects and massive 
recycling programs have been 
started or upgraded by many 
Michigan companies. 

Vincent Schager, EDS oper- 
ations manager, countered 
Lilly’s claim “in a September 
1993 study by the Tennessee 
Department of Environmental 
Protection there are currently 
437 Class 1 injection wells op- 
erating in 18 states. Of these, 
172 are Class 1H (hazardous) 
disposal wells. 


City budget commended

The city of Romulus was 
given the Distinguished Bud- 
get Presentation Award on 
Monday night by the Govern- 
ment Finance Officers Asso- 
ciation (GFOA) of the United 
States and Canada. 

Larry Gordier, state repre- 
sentative of the GFOA, ap- 
peared to present the award 
and explained it was based on 
26 important criteria. 

“Only 18 governing bodies 
in the state have earned this 
award this year and it is the 
first time the city of Romulus 
has earned it,” Gordier said. 

This award “represents a 
significant achievement” by 
the city of Romulus and “re- 
flects the commitment of the 
governing body and staff to 
meeting the highest principles 
of governmental budgeting,” 
Gordier said. 


Budget documents must be 
rated “proficient” in four main 
categories to receive the 
award, namely as a policy doc- 
ument, a financial plan, an op- 
erations guide and a 
communications device. 

The awards program has 
been in existence since 1984. 
The organization serves 12,650 
government finance professio- 
nals throughout North Amer- 
ica and provides the only 
national awards program in 
governmental budgeting. 

In other council actions, 
City Clerk Linda Choate’s re- 
quest to attend the Interna- 
tional Institute of Municipal 
Clerks conference slated for 
May 21-26 was approved. The 
conference will be conducted 
in Anchorage, Ala. 

The council also approved 
the transfer of employment of 
a number of employees of the 


Spiratex Co. from Romulus to 
Frenchtown Township. 

J.R Dermody, Spiratex Co. 
president, revealed his com- 
pany has no plans to leave Ro- 
mulus, but needs to switch 
part of its production to Mon- 
roe County. 

“Our headquarters, sales, 
screw extrusion production 
unit and administration of- 
fices will remain in Romulus,” 
he said. 

“Since the screw extrusion 
process better fits the Ro- 
mulus facility, we are planning 
to move the ram extrusion pro- 
cess to our new facility in Mon- 
roe County,” Dermody 
continued. 

“When we came to Romulus 
in 1985, we had 83 employees 
and now have 114,” he said, 
“after moving some to Monroe, 
we will have 76 in Romulus 
and 38 in Monroe.

Vote requested 
on casino issue

Several women citizens 
urged the Romulus City Coun- 
cil Monday night to pass a res- 
olution or city charter change 
that would guarantee city vo- 
ters the right to express an 
opinion on gambling casinos. 

The most vocal, Sherry 
Hicks, told Mayor Beverly 
McAnally and council mem- 
bers that “even Detroit voters 
were allowed to vote on the is- 
sue five times and rejected it 
each time.” 

“We demand the same right 
to vote on the issue,” Hicks 
said. 

Hicks said she talked to pas- 
tors and laity from at least 14 
churches last week and found 
most were opposed to the 
opening of casinos in Ro- 
mulus, despite the fact that all 
city leaders today claim that 
they have only heard limited 
negative voices on the gam- 
bling issue. 

“If such an overwhelming 
proportion of residents favor 
casinos, then the city should 
have no reason to oppose a 
gambling referendum here,” 
Hicks said. “I’m willing to live 
with the voters decision, even 
though I don’t want casinos, 
but if they don’t let us cast our 
ballots on the issue, we may be 
forced to cast our votes for 
other city candidates next 
election day.” 

Hicks revealed she will be 
attending future City Council 
meetings and is willing to dis- 
cuss her views with citizens ei- 
ther before or after those 
meetings.

said they are willing to accept 
McAnally’s offer to meet in her 
office some time in the future. 

One woman, who moved to 
Romulus a short time ago, said 
“I love living in Romulus, but 
if the casinos come in, I will 
move out” 

McAnally has told residents 
several times that at the pre- 
sent time, Romulus cannot le- 
gally open the doors to casinos. 

“The Michigan Legislature 
would have to vote to allow us 
to invite casinos here,” the 
mayor said. 

Some city leaders claim pri- 
vately that casinos are impor- 
tant to large Metro World 
developments here, while anti- 
gambling forces say. “We don’t 
understand why it has to be an 
all or nothing proposition.” 

Another gambling opponent 
said, “It smacks of intimida- 
tion." 

McAnally has said repeat- 
edly she is opposed to casinos 
morally, but feels the city con- 
tinually needs to look at alter- 
nate funding sources since the 
voters have rejected past mill- 
ages for road and fire depart- 
ment service upgrades.

the middle school students as 
funds become available. 

“I sent a grant application 
to Washington weeks ago for 
funding for five new commu- 
nity patrolmen,” Brown re- 
vealed. 

“While we only have spo- 
radic and inconsistent gang 
problems,” he said, “we have 
studied the problem and 
mailed letters to parents alert- 
ing them to prevention efforts.

girl friends of the victim and 
accused assailant shortly be- 
fore the shooting. The two 
males apparently then entered 
the argument and before long 
the shots were fired, police 
said. 

One shot struck Mr. Jones in 
the back and two others en- 
tered the victim’s van. 

The shooting occurred 
about 15 minutes after the 
adult night school classes en- 
ded.

The defendant and other 
area youth were questioned 
last Wednesday and Thursday, 
prior to the charge being 
pressed. The handgun, be- 
lieved to be the murder 
weapon, was confiscated. 

The victim, son of Bruce and 
Pat Jones of Romulus, had 
been a part time employee of

Faust, 65, serves as the senator from the 
12th district which includes: Canton Towns- 
hip, Woodhaven, Westland, Wayne, Van Buren, 

Brownstown, Sumpter and Huron townships, 

Romulus, Rockwood, Flat Rock and Belleville. 

Faust plans to the retire from his post at the 
end of year to allow “new blood” to step into 
his senate seat. 

Faust, often referred to as “Dean of the Senate” for serving the longest term as a Michigan 
Senator, began his political career as a former Nankin Township trustee and supervisor. When the 
township began to merge with the surrounding communities which later became Westland, Faust 
supporters advised him to become involved in a higher level of government with his extensive 
background in education. 

Perpetual knowledge was an important facet in the senator’s life. After graduating from Indiana 
University, he enrolled at the University of Michigan where he earned a degree in business 
administration in 1952. Upon completion, he began graduate work at Eastern Michigan University. 

While competing for the senate seat in 1966. Faust was involved in an automobile accident 
which left him confined to a wheelchair. However, despite the obstacles, he continued to pursue a 
career in the state government. 

“It was an especially difficult time for me. I was literally elected from a hospital bed. I didn’t 
have to worry about my problems - I had other things to worry about,” Faust said. 

Some of Faust’s final statewide projects as senator include the regulation of timber so that 
natural resources continue to serve Michigan, reducing the sentencing requirements of first-time 
non- violent drug law violators and conducting a state election hearing in Wayne regarding the 
March 15 ballot proposal tax. 

On the local level, Faust is working to introduce legislation which requires that public hearing 
notices be carried in all local newspapers, probing into missing funds and questionable fiscal 
practices of employees and former employees of the 34th District Court in Romulus and he will 
meet with local organizations in Van Buren Township to explain the ramifications of the March 15 
state wide election. 

Faust has served as vice chair of the Commerce, Corporations and Economic Development and 
Technology and Energy committees and said he thoroughly enjoyed his terms as senator. 

“I enjoyed it. It has always been a challenge - there is always something new,” he said. 

The Westland Democrat was elected as Senate Majority Leader in 1976 and Senate Minority 
Leader in 1984 and cites his term as majority leader as one of his most rewarding experiences. 

“I had the opportunity to serve as a majority leader. I reorganized the senate rules, passed 150 
bills and wrote one constitutional amendment,” Faust said.

Big thaw 

Crews to repair roads 


"The worst spring in years” 
is expected this year as Wayne 
County Road Commission 
(WCRC) crews begin prepara- 
tions for the big thaw. 

Wayne County officials have 
seen the future of road condi- 
tions for the metro area, and 
they say that it isn’t pretty. 

Last week, road workers dis- 
covered that tlie winter frost 
has penetrated up to four feet 
into the ground beneath paved 
’ roads, and three feet beneath 
. unpaved roads - deeper than 
in any recent years. 

That means there is more 
water than usual trapped be- 
neath the roads, which trans- 
lates into: Paved roads may be 
rougher this spring and gravel 
roads may become impass- 
able. 

As a precaution, Wayne 
County road crews are already 
beginning their preparations 
for the Bit 7 Thaw, which may 
have already begun. 

“We are making sure that all 
of our yard locations are 
stocked to the ceiling with 
large stone gravel for the un- 
paved roads and cold patch for 
pot holes,” said Wayne County 
Director of Roads Robert Ma- 
honey. “We are also develop- 
ing the best method of dealing 
with this inevitable problem 
when it arrives. But, for the 
most part, it is just a waiting 
game.” 



With temperatures that 
reached 60 degrees last week- 
end, and the possibility of 
more rain and snow, the wait- 
ing may have ended. 

Thawing frost near the sur- 
face, unable to drain through 
the frozen ground below, 
mixes with soil to form a soft 
mud unable to support the 
weight of pavement and vehi- 
cles. This causes area of the 
road to collapse and pot holes 
to form. On unpaved roads, the 
three feet of frost-bearing 
ground can become three feet 
of slick mud, as was experi- 
enced across much of the east- 
ern United States last spring. 

“The only way motorists can 
avoid a bad spring is if the 
temperatures rise very gradu- 
ally, allowing moisture to be 
released slowly, and if there 
are no significant spring 
rains,” he said. 

As far as pot holes are con- 
cerned, Mahoney said they 
will be patched as soon as pos- 
sible. He said motorists can re- 
port the worst potholes by 
calling the Wayne County 
Roads office at 9420 9920. 

“Don’t report ones that 
don’t pose a hazard. It’s the 
wheel-busters we’re con- 
cerned with. As soon as we 
know where the worst pot 
holes are, we can usually be 
there within 24 hours,” he said.

Rothwell said that the bal- 
lot plan is a bigger net tax cut 
and the vast majority of ho- 
meowners will pay only 6 mills 
in property taxes for educa- 
tion. He also noted that the 5 
percent assessment cap pro- 
tects homeowners and busi- 
nesses against property tax 
inflation. Also, a 6 percent 
sales tax is not a threat to job 
growth, and visitors to the 
state could foot up to 10 per- 
cent of the bill. 

“Since essential items like 
food, medicine an energy are 
exempt from the sales tax, it is 
largely a tax on discretionary 
spending which taxpayers can 
control,” Rothwell said. 


Armed robbery suspect 
enters guilty plea

A transient man identified 
in a Westland police line-up by 
his victim has pleaded guilty to 
armed robbery charges in De- 
troit Recorder’s Court. 

Charles Emory Gates, 19, 
pleaded guilty to the charge in 
connection with the robbery 
and beating of convenience 
store clerk. Gates, who is being 
held on a $25,000 cash bond is 
scheduled to be sentenced 
March 15 and could face up to 
life imprisonment. 

Shawn Michael Fischer, a 
21-year-old Garden City resi- 
dent, is also accused as an ac- 
complice. According to 
testimony, Fischer was the 
driver of the get-away car. 

Fischer, who posted a 
$5,000/10 percent bond, is 
scheduled for a jury trial be- 
fore Judge Leonard Townsend 
on armed robbery charges. 

The incident occurred at 
the 7-Eleven store located at 
172 John Hix Road in Westland 
after the robber visited the 
store twice on Dec. 20, the 43- 
year-old store employee testi- 
fied. 

The first time the perpetra- 
tor entered the store, he put 
some merchandise on the 
counter and said he’d be back 
to pay for it. About 20 minutes 
later, around 1:50 a.m., the 
same man returned and asked 
the clerk for a package of ciga- 
rettes in addition to the other 
merchandise and when the 
clerk reached up to grab them 
and the robber hit him on the 
side of his head causing him to 
fall to the floor, the employee 


testified. 

The victim said he saw the 
robber swing the pipe again, 
put his hand up to block his 
head and was struck on the 
back of his hand with the pipe 
while laying on the floor. 

“As I was falling down, I was 
hit a second time on the back 
of my hand which I was hold- 
ing up to protect my head,” the 
victim testified. 

The perpetrator then 
smashed the store register 
with the pipe and ordered the 
victim to give him the money, 
the clerk testified. After taking 
the money, the clerk said, he 
saw the robber run across the 
store parking lot and head 
north on John Hix Road. 

The employee was later 
taken to the hospital where he 
received four stitches on the 
side of his head. 

The clerk identified Gates 
as the robber in a police line- 
up, but said he never saw 
Fischer during the robbery. 
However, the clerk added, he 
did know Fischer as a regular 
customer at the 7-Eleven store 
located on Merriman Road 
near Palmer. 

According to testimony fi'om 
Westland police Sgt. Donald 
Haigh, Fischer voluntarily 
came to the police station and 
confessed to his participation 
in the robbery. 

“I was called in to talk with 
him at the station. He said he 
would give information about 
the person who robbed the 
store,” Haigh said. 

“It appeared to me that he 
was not a witness, but a partic- 
ipant,” Haigh testified. 


2 elderly Westland men 
victims of attempted hold up 


Westland police detectives 
are investigating an attempted 
robbery of two elderly men 
outside Hampton Court Apart- 
ments located at 5689 N. Chris- 
tine. 

Two Westland brothers, 
ages 86 and 89, were con- 
fronted by a man who attacked 
one of them when they exited 


their car, however, the per- 
petrator didn’t get any money 
because it was in the car, West- 
land police Sgt. Donald Haigh 
said. 

Police believe the perpetra- 
tor may have followed the two 
men home from the bank. Nei- 
ther man suffered any injuries 
during the attack, Haigh said.

Three major flaws exist in 
the March 15 ballot proposal to 
fund education, according to 
the Michigan Citizens for Fair 
Taxes (MCFT). 

If voters approve the March 
15 ballot question, the sales 
tax will be hiked to 6 percent. 
A defeat at the polls will auto- 
matically put into place the 
statutory plan, which calls for 
a state income tax increase to 
6 percent. 

Mary Zuckerman, Wayne 
County deputy director for 
special projects, said the 
MCFT opposes the ballot pro- 
posal because it leave many 
Michigan cities without re- 
placement revenue to pay for 
current debt obligations, pri- 
marily in their Tax Increment 
Finance Authority districts. 


She also noted that under Pro- 
posal A, most cities will not be 
able to keep up with inflation 
due to the assessment cap. In 
addition, Zuckerman said, lo- 
cal governments will lose their 
constitutionally protected 
guarantee to the sales tax por- 
tion of revenue sharing. 

“The income tax is a more 
stable source of revenue, and 
is based on the ability to pay,” 
the MCFT representative said. 

Zuckerman said there is a 
$1 billion “hole” in the ballot 
plan, caused by changes in sev- 
eral anticipated revenues. A 
tax adjustment for farmers, a 
lower rate on property trans- 
fers and a smaller return on 
Keno lottery game - all which 
were counted as revenues in 
the first tax package - could 
leave the state with up to $1 
billion less in anticipated rev- 
enues.

“The bottom line is that no 
one likes taxes, but people 
want good services and good 
education, and there must be 
an effective way to fund them,” 
Zuckerman said.

French chef shares secrets of tantalizing cuisine 

The sumptuous aroma of France drifted through the corridors of the Ritz-Carlton 
Hotel last week as expert French chef Fabrice Canelle displayed his talents for 
hundreds of guests at the 1994 International Cultural Festival. 

During the seven-week event which was hosted by Ritz-Carlton and Ford Motor 
Co., participants were taken on a journey through Germany, Japan, India, Brazil, 
Israel, France and Italy. 

Last week France was the focus of the festival with guest speaker Marie-Laure 
Poete, national trade advisor, providing a presentation on the new aspects of the 
French market and Canelle creating his unique cuisine. 

Canelle, the dining room chef for the Ritz-Carlton, said his love for cooking began 
when he was only 10 years old. 

“Like a lot of kids in Europe, both their parents cook, and my mother use to cook a 
lot,” Canelle said. “I began learning how to cook from my mother when I was only 10 
or 11 years old. 

“From then, I made up my mind to become a chef.” 

Canelle’s passion for cooking was so great that he decided to leave high school and 
enter a professional culinary arts school where he could learn from experts. 

“We have three generations of chefs in my family, so the tradition has been passed 
down,” Canelle said. 

In 1976, Canelle began his career in Paris as an apprentice at La Tour D 'Argent. 

“I worked there for three years,” Canelle said. “I then moved on to Maxim s for 2 1/2 
years, and then I continued at Prunier.” 

Canelle was 22 years old when he decided to venture to the U.S. He obtained a chef 
position at the Dallas award-winning Jean Claude restaurant. 

In 1986, he moved to Chicago to become “chef de cuisine” at Ambria, before joining 
the Ritz-Carlton in 1989. 

Canelle said most chefs in Europe begin learning from the experts early in life. 

“The average age to begin learning how to cook from the experts is 14 or 15,” 
Canelle said. “It’s important to start at top restaurants early so you learn the tech 
niques, the respect for the food which is of utmost importance. You also learn that the 
work area must always be very clean. “ 

The life of a chef is very rewarding, according to Canelle, but the work days can be 
long. 

“You have to be willing to work at least 15 or 16 hours a day,' Canelle said. "\ou 
begin in the morning at 8 a.m. and then you may go until 1 a.m. The saying goes to 
become a chef, ‘If you can take it, you can make it.’ If you can’t take it, then you just 
won’t make it.” 

The daily French diet can be very light or very heavy depending on the connois- 
seur. The majority of the restaurant menus focus on seafood, a wide variety of cheese 
and soups, according to Canelle. 

“We do a lot of vegetable broth,” Canelle. “When people speak of France, they 
think of rich food, but it is not always that way. We have small servings. On some 
menus you won’t find prices. It depends on the number of courses people would like 
to order. 

“Sometimes people enjoy a Five-course meal which consists of smaller portions as 
opposed to a two-course meal with larger portions.” 

Canelle said his favorite aspect of cooking is creating the tantalizing sauces. 

“With sauces, you really have to know the food to make the sauces compliment the 
meal,” Canelle said. 

When asked if there is any truth to wine being the “new diet technique” which was 
recently explored by the television media, Canelle said he doesn't know if wine takes 
pounds off, but it is a definite part of the French meal. 





“In Europe, you have a very light 
breakfast, coffee and a piece of 
bread,” Canelle said. “Lunch is our 
main meal where we could start with 
a salad and perhaps some seafood 
and wine. You’ll Find, depending on 
the season, the French also eat quite 
a bit of wild game. And, of cours**. 
cheese is a definite part of the meal.” 

Pursuing a culinary career with 
the Ritz-Carlton Hotel Co. is part of 
Canelle's heritage. His family tree in 
eludes his great uncle Phileas Gilb- 
ert. chef to August Escoffier. one of 
Caesar Ritz’s partners.

Color of money attracts car buyers 


Green threatened to over- 
take white as t lie most popular 
vehicle color in North Amer- 
ica in 1993, according to the an 
nual DuPont Automotive 
survey of vehicle color popu- 
larity, and was in fact the most 
popular color in the sport/ 
compact car category. For the 
future, DuPont is predicting an 
upward trend in purple and 
gold vehicles, and a rising con- 
sumer interest in bi-color ef- 
fects, where the hue actually 
changes when viewed at differ- 
ent angles. 

Nearly 20 percent of all ve- 


hicles purchased last year 
were white - down from more 
than 24 percent in 1992, ac- 
cording to the survey. Green, 
on the other hand, doubled in 
popularity this year to more 
than 15 percent of all vehicles. 
And, although medium red lost 
less than one percentage point 
from last year, that drop to 10.5 
percent of the market was just 
enough to knock it out of sec- 
ond place and into third. 

Round’ng out the top five 
colors in 1993 were bright red, 
claiming 8.8 percent of the to- 
tal market, and black, holding 


7.2 percent of the market 

“Color has become more of 
a factor in automobiles world- 
wide," said Robert S. Daily, 
DuPont Automotive Finishes 
color marketing manager. “In 
the last six to eight years con- 
sumers in the United States 
have demanded colors with 
higher chroma, which are 
cleaner and more saturated. 
Now we're seeing the chroma 
levels rise in Europe and Ja- 
pan, as well.

Testimony revealed in murder of 19 year old

A March 11 examination has been scheduled 
for a Wayne man charged with second-degree 
murder before 29th District Court Judge Carolyn 
Archbold. 

Arlie Brandenburg was arrested by Wayne po- 
lice for allegedly shooting to death 19-year-old 
Taylor resident Steven James Taylor Jan. 26. 

The incident occurred at Brandenburg’s home 
on First Street at approximately 7:20 p.m., accord- 
ing to Wayne Police Chief John Colligan. 

Various witnesses testified during the initial 
examination March 2 in the 29th District Court 
before visiting Judge John McCartney. According 
to statements from Dr. Zia Sabet, Wayne County 
assistant medical examiner, one bullet went 
through the chest area of Taylor. 

“Upon entry, the bullet went through the 
breast bone, then through the left side of the 
heart and aorta,” Sabet said. “It traveled through

the left lung and then exited out the back. As a 
result of the injury, it caused almost immediate 
death.” 

Sabet informed Wayne County assistant pros- 
ecuting attorney Thomas Trzcinski and defending 
attorney Angelo Plakas that Taylor had just eaten 
minutes before the shooting occurred. 


“The indigested food in the stomach indicates 
that he was eating before the death occurred,” 
Sabet said. “It takes about 20 or 30 minutes to 
digest food.” 

Plakas asked Sabet if he could decipher the 
distance of the shooting between the victim and 
the assailant. 

“The Michigan State Police has put that dis- 
tance between the end of the muzzle and Mr. Tay- 
lor’s chest to be two to five feet,” Plakas said. “Do 
you agree with that?” 

Sabet said he did agree with the distance 
stated due to a lack of gun powder seen on the 
body. 

Trzcinski then presented the court with a 
taped recording of a conversation between Bran- 
denburg and a Wayne police dispatcher. Bran- 
denburg called the Wayne Police Department the 
evening of Jan. 26 to inform police there was a 
dead body in his basement.

Trial set in premeditated murder case

A 20-year-old Inkster man was bound over Wednesday to 
Recorder’s Court to stand trial on premeditated murder 
charges. 

Arice Burton Jr. will also answer to two counts of at- 
tempted murder and one count of possession of a firearm 
during the commission of a felony. The charges stem from 
the Feb. 11 shooting death of 17-year- old L’shaun Taylor, 
also of Inkster and the attempted murder of Taylor’s 
brother and sister. 

Burton was bound over to the higher court Wednesday a 
preliminary examination were conducted in 22nd District 
Court before Judge Sylvia James. The judge ordered the 


defendant to be returned to the Wayne County Jail where 
he will be detained, without bond, until 9 a.m. March 16 
when he will be arraigned on all four counts in Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice. 

The victim’s 21-year-old brother, McKinley Taylor, told 
the court on Wednesday that he and his brother, along with 
their 5-year-old siste**, were walking on Middlebelt near 
Carlysle Avenue around 4:30 p.m. when the defendant ap- 
peared. The victim was carrying his sister on his shoulder 
when Burton approached them, the witness continued. 

Taylor said that Burton accused his younger brother of 
slashing the defendant’s brother’s car tires and during the 
conversation. Burton pulled a gun.

Westland resident arrested for larceny

Accused murderer Robert Miguel, who was released 
from prison after posting bond, was recently arraigned on 
charges of larceny in a building in Macomb County Munici- 
pal Court.

Awaiting trial, Miguel was arrested by East Pointe Police 
after the alleged elderly victim identified him as one of the 
three individuals who came to her home on Jan. 26 purpor- 
ting to be from the city water department, East Pointe 
Detective John Calabrese said. 

The three allegedly informed the woman, who lives on 
the 1600 block of Ego Street in East Pointe, that there was a 
water break in the area and they needed to check her 
home. When she let them inside, one man kept her busy 
while the others stole money, jewelery and credit cards, 
Calabrese said. 

According to the detective, the other two men allegedly 
involved have not been identified by the woman. 

Calabrese said there have been several similiar inci- 
dents in the area, but other victims have not been able to 
identify the perpetrators involved. 


Manager 
to appear 
for trial I 
on assault

A Westland Big Boy’s Res- 
taurant manager will face jury 
trial in Detroit Recorder’s 
Court on charges of fourth- 
degree criminal sexual con- 
duct (CSC) against a 17-year- 
old employee. 

Mohammad Abdo, 28, is 
scheduled for a Aug. 11 jury 
trial before Judge Edwards. 
Abdo was released on a $1,000 
personal bond with the stipu- 
lation he surrender his pass- 
port to his native country of 
Yemen and have no contact 
with the alleged victim, whom 
Abdo is accused of touching in 
a sexual manner. 

If convicted, Abdo could 
face up to two years in prison 
and/or a $500 fine and manda-. 
tory AIDS testing. 

Abdo, the manager at Big* 
Boy’s located at 6360 N. Wayne 
Road, was charged after the- 
n-year-old female employee, 
told police her manager had- 
been rubbing her buttocks and 
grabbing her breasts over the 
one- month period she was em- 
ployed at the restaurant, West- 
land Sgt. Laura Moore said. 

The alleged victim testified 
she began working at the res- 
taurant in early October 1993 
and the sexual advances began 
during the first week of her 
employment. 

“He said I was pretty and 
that he wanted to take me to a 
motel ... and spend the night. I 
said no,” the alleged victim 
testified. 

The woman said she worked 
as a cashier and hostess and 
that many of the sexual touch- 
ings occurred while she was 
standing behind the store reg- 
ister or when she had to con- 
front Abdo for additional 
money for the register. 

The woman protested 
Abdo’s advances, but the al- 
leged touchings continued to 
occur until the woman quit her 
job, she testified. 

“He rubbed my butt and I 
told him to stop. He said he 
didn’t want to because I’m 
pretty,” the woman said. 

The woman said she waited 
to report the incidents be- 
cause she feared being fired. 

“I waited because I needed 
my job. I had a baby to take 
care of,” she testified.

Taylor said that he, his 
brother and their sister ran 
across Middlebelt Road where 
the victim collapsed on the 
curb. The witness said that 
Burton got off a second shot at 
them. 

“Then what did you do?” 
asked Talon. 

Taylor said he went to get 
help, but the defendant also 
crossed Middlebelt and was 
standing over the victim. The 
witness said that he feared 
that Burton was going to shoot 
his brother in the head and 
warned Burton to back off. 

During cross-examination 
by Burton’s attorney, Steven 
Bullock, Bullock asked Taylor 
if he heard what Burton said to 
his wounded brother. 

Taylor replied that the de- 
fendant said that he was sorry 
“and that he didn’t mean to do 
it.” 

“So he didn’t make any 
threatening statements,” Bull- 
ock stressed. 

Bullock also questioned 
whether a “second shot” oc- 
curred. But the witness reite- 
rated that the defendant, after 
shooting his brother, turned 
and shot at him and his sister. 
And the shot was fired within 
one to two seconds of the first 
one. 

“You weren’t looking when 
the second shot went off?” 
asked Bullock. 

“No,” replied Taylor, who 
said he turned to protect his 
sister. 

Bullock asked the witness 
whether he or his brother 
were armed. 

“No,” replied Taylor. “If I 
had a gun, we would not need 
this.” 

Talon called only Taylor to 
the stand, but implied that he 
may also call the five-year-old 
sister to testify in the future. 
The prosecutor told the court 
that he believed there was suf- 
ficient evidence presented to 
bind Burton over on all four 
counts. 

Judge James agreed.

was the side door. I asked Mr.

According to Miller, Taylor 
told Brandenburg he ‘moved 
out’ a lot of coins wiich is what 


Brandenburg was interested 
in at the time. 

“He met the victim and 
made arrangements for him 
(Taylor) to come over after he 
got out of work to look at his 
coins,” Miller said. “He 
brought the victim down in the 
basement and gave him some- 
thing to eat. He brought out the 
coins while the victim was eat- 
ing and looked through them.” 

Miller said Brandenburg in 
formed him that Taylor al- 
legedly said he didn’t think the 
coins were worth much. When 
Brandenburg brought out a 


second set of coins for Taylor 
to evaluate, he allegedly in- 
formed Brandenburg that he 
believed the coins were worth 
only $5. 


“Mr. Brandenburg said he 
believed that figure didn’t 
sound right because the coins 
were from the late 1800s,” Mil- 
ler said. “He said the next 
thing he knew, he heard a gun- 
shot. He (Brandenburg) said 
he looked up and saw the vic- 
tim was lying on the floor in 
the kitchen. He said that is 


when he called us (Wayne po- 
lice).” 

The basement area of Bran- 
denburg’s home, according to 
Miller, consists of a living area 
and a kitchen. 

Brandenburg was arraigned 
Jan. 29 in an out county court. 
If he is found guilty of second- 
degree murder, he could re- 
ceive up to life in prison.
